During the oral. examinetions, the German examiners generally retained silent 
while the Russian officers teok over whenever the cuestion concerned Fuesian 
hintory. The answers wero graded from one to five; one being very good and 
five unsatisfactory, Yost of the grades ranged between two ond three. The 
aversgs of the 150 stidante was graded as satisfactory ju the clogine exami- 
naSiong, Accordiny te two female students, not the precisa answor to « 
question but rether the answer's Soviet-Marxist tendency was grajed goo or 
bad. About ten students feiled the examinations, However, failure vill act 
be a hindrance to the performance of their future duties. Net the final 
exuminatson with iis grades governs the future orploymer* of the student but. 
tha three-menth's course at the SMA School, The final examination may be 


considered ae a general survey and average of performance of the sutcopetul 
candidates,

ona of the Russien examiners, reproached her for having absorbed sc little 
Ma.cxlen-Comrunist thinking jin her three months as a student tiers. IS rast 
be clear, he saic, that if she wished to master Marxian-Commuais: sheory, 
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she would have to recognise the necessity of revolutions for “ha overthrow 

of capitiliam. Ve further stated “hat. war also was nesessury, aocve all when 
it guaranteed a revolution whick would destroy capitaliar or ‘the bowrgeoinie, 
Ag on oxurvle, ‘jor Patent cited the war of 1914-1917 as ‘aving been udvan- 
tageous for the Soviet Union, since it had brought sbout tte via'orious Cctober 
Revolution. The lnet war ‘a0 brought t)e Soviet Union no advantiuges, there: 
fore, a revolution for the cverthrow of capitalism ms stil) neoasnury.

For 
exemple, not only the tad but the good asnects of the Cuarist regime were shown 
esrecially in relation to the nerspeative of reoples' and state interests.
